lany,  as  welt  as  Crafty  Knavery  of  thofe  that  Tack ,  and  Super-add  any  thing 
thereto  }  than  in  ContrddifiinfHon  to  Gods  word  and  works ,  to  have  them 
Build  the  farne^ cm  the  Fmatmfm  of  Unwritten  Tradition,  and  the  Sophifiry 
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of  LCwg  Wonders .  F  or  ,  My  Lord,  what  Opinion  mufi  any  fiber  Per  [oft 
km  retain  of  that  Church ,  who  endeavours  to  Prove  the  Truth,  and  Cvn- 
jWm  her  Mtmbtrs  in  the  Belief  of  the  Fundmentals  that  foe  coin’d  at 
Conftance  and  at  Trent  .from  the  Tefimony  of  the  Father  of  Lyes, and  one 
whom  in  her  Exorcifms  foe  labours  what  foe  can,  to  perfwade  the  Affembly, 
that  he  is  indeed  the  Devil.  This  feems  to  mean  Infatuation  of  that  Size, 
that  I  cannot  apprehend  it  to  be  any  thing  elfe ,  but  that  very  Judgment 
that  God  hath  Threatned  to  Deliver  fuch  Artificers  up  to.

Tour  Lordjhip  will  meet  with  a  deplorable  Infiance  of  this  in  the .  follow¬ 
ing  Pages ,  where  ij  you  find  any  thing  that  fhews  an  Air  Lighter  than 
thefe  prefent  Lines ,  it  is  becaffe  the.  Subject  will  endure  no  other, and  Solomon 
mufi  Apologise  for  me,  who  hath  made  it  a  Rule,  To  Anfwer  a  Fool  ac¬ 
cording  to  his,  Folly. 

Another  Inducement  to  me  was  the  Scene* s  being  Ailed  in  your  Lord- 
finps  Parifh,  and  the  Great  Trufi  you  have  been  pleased  to  Commit  to  me 
there ,  doth  require  that  I  foould  be  Accountable  to  your  Lordjhip  for  all 
Affairs  of  fuch  a  nature  as  this  is,  as  you  are  the  Rcllor  of  the  Parifo r 
as  well  as  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocefs.

•he  replied,  he- could  not  but  Laugh  to  think,  If  that  Re  turned  to 
her  Husbands  Religion  She  mull  certainly  be  his  fthe  *  Refi  not  ta^ 
king  notice  of  this  paffage ,  I  have  omitted  it.  The  Priefi  alfi  amongff 
Ks  other  <  Ter  its  would  needs  know.  Whether,  Protcflagts  were  net

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Damned  f  Which  the  Devil  {that  U  the  Title,  and  they 

the  Demoniack,  And  therefore  I  muft  :<fe  it)  wi  thing  no  doubt  but  that 
they  all  might,  avouched  that  they  were  •,  this  feverai  will  aver, 
but  becaufe  the  PrieJI  I  hear  denies  it,  and  thereby  intimates  as  if 
he  had  feme  Charity. left  for  Poor  Proteflants,  I  am  willing  by  way 
of  Return  to  his  Civility,  to  pafs  it  by,  with  fome  others. 

I  know  of  what  moment  it  is.in  order  to  fatisfabfion.  in  matters  of  this  na- 
tnre ,  to  dir  eel  the  Reader  per  finally  to  the  Deponents  thenfehe  s,  that  by 
fome  Friend  or  other  he  may  inquire  of  it  from  their  Alouths  1  therefore 
once  had  defign  d  to  have  affixed  to  the  Relation  the  names  of  thofe  that, 
gave  me  they  account ,  but  c on f dering  what  manner  of  Spirit  the  Romifh 
Zealots ,  their  neighbours  are  of,  I  buffered  my  felf  to  be  diffwaded  from 
it  •  but  if  Curiofity  on  the  one  hand ,  or  Scepticifm  on  the  other ,  lead  any  to 
be  Inqmfitive  after  it ,  the  C  ire  urn  ft  antes  oj  time  and  Place,  when  and  where 
the. Game  was  a  fled  ,  the  names  of  the  Parties  concerned ,  together  with 
the  Managers  of  it,  will  dirdl  him  where  he  may  find  ample f  at  f faction. 

As  for  the  order  of  it,  I  have  methodised  it  according  to  the  Rules  op 
their  Proceedings  at  Exvrcifms  \  but  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  rejponfible  for 
the  place  that  every  paffage  is  ranked  in  :  for  in  fo  tedious  a  Procefis  as  this 
was,  it  miifl  be  above  the  Capacity  of  mean  Per  Jons  to  charge  their  Me¬ 
mory  with  every  Punctilio.  It  is  fir  file  it  nt  that  there  is  Truth,  as  to 
matter  of  Fall  \  it  is  not  at  all  neceffary  that  there  fiiould  be  the  funllAs 
of  exalt  order  in  the  relation  of  it. 

What  the  Papifis  defign  was  in  this  Exploit  is  cafily  unfolded ,  we  are 
not  Ignorant  of  there  Devices  nor  the  Anificies  they  make  ufe  of  to  cajole 
fimple  well  meaning  people  to  their  Party.  It  is  not  thefirfi  tune,  nor  I  fear 
like  to  be  the  Laft,  that  they  have  had  to  do  with  the  Devil  on  this  fie  or  evenly 
according  to  Circumflances  they  play  a  different  game,  and  turn  the  Tables 
as  occafion  offers .  Sometimes  they  chance  to  fumble  on  the  opportunity  of  a 
natural  Difeafie,  and  that  is  their  Great  Advantage,  for  Phyfical  operati¬ 
ons  are  not  wanting  to  be  aficribed  to  a  miraculous  Energy.  But  generally 
the  whole  bufnefs  vs  Intrigue ,  Colluf  on,  and  Combination.  I  might  produce 
infiances  of  both  forts  of  thefe  their  pr allices  from  learned  Authors. 
The  Mofi  Reverend  his  Grace  0/ Canterbury,  in  his  Excellent  Dificourfie 
of  Idolatry,  takes  notice  of  the  venues  of  the  Antimonial  Cup,  and  what 
life  they  make  of  it  to  promote  then  holy  Cheats  The  Right  Reverend  the 
Eifljop  of  Worcefter  and  others  f  apply  us  with  \n fiances  of  the  Latter  kind. 
But  I  will  confine  my  felf  to  your  Lord  ftps  Dioccfi,  becaufe I  meet  in  Our 
Neighbourhood  with  firtfh  Examples  of  both  kinds ,  which  as  they  are  new , 
fio  perhaps  will  not  be  unacceptable  to  the  Reader. .  For  the  firfi,  be  pleas'd 
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to  take  the  account  as  1  had  it  in  a  Letter  from  my  Reverend  Brother  and 
Neighbour ,  which  is  as  foHoivcth .

THe  Oldnefs  of  the  Faft  whereof  you  call  for  a  Narrative  may  excufe 
my  not  giving  it  in  all  the  recjuifite  Particulars .  Many  of  them 
a>  e  film  out  of  my  memory ,  and  the  rather  becaitfe  I  was  left  careful  to 
imprint  them  there ,  as  not  dreaming  1  fhould  after  fo  long  a  time\  be  occa - 
fion'd  to  give  an  account  of  them,  About  twenty  years  ago y  a  Son  of  Mr . 
Crook’s  near  Lealand,  Aged  about  twelve  year sy  was  Jeizjed  with  fo  un¬ 
wonted  a  Diflempery that  our  Country-Gentlemen*  and  Clergy ,  and  fame  Ci¬ 
thers  that  had  Skill  in  Phfick ,  knew  not  what^o  make  of  it.  Some  few 
did  conceive  it  might  be  a  Natural  Diftemper  f\he  Papifls  generally  de¬ 
clared  him  to  be  Poffeft  by  an  Evil  fpirit y  which  too  eafily  catch't  the  belief 
of  mo fi  of  his  Prot  eft  ant  Neighbours  }  Soyie  concluded  him  to  be  hurt  by 
an  Evil  Tongue  y  others  thought ,  becaufa  his  Step  mother  was  a  Papifls  that 
the  whole  was  a  Counterfeit ,  ailed  to  gain  advantage  to  the  Roman  Inter  eft 
in  thofe  parrs  \  The  notorious  juggling  Tricks  in  this  kind,  fame  Romiflt  Priefts 
had  plaid  in  all  the  parts  an  Chriftendom  ( whereof  the  mo  ft  ingenious  per - 
fons  of  that  Communion  wilt  Complain  together  with  mej  gave  fame  wifer 
'heads  this  (uTpicfon.  But  the  General  Opinion ,  1  fayy  was ,  that  it  was  a  Pof- 
fejfion  :  and  accordingly  both  his  Fopifb  and  Protefiant  Friends  made  fame 
I  (Jutes  to  caft  the  Evil  fpirit  out  of  the  Lad.  Firfthe  was  taken  into 
the  care  of  one  Mr.  HugMon  a  Popifh  Friefi  at  Madam  Weftbey’S  houfa 
in  nr  mar  Lealand,  bur  met  with  no  relief  there .  Afterwards  the'  (then) 
Fat  f on  of  Croft  on  (the  Boys  God-father  9  as  /  remember)  fent  for  him  to 
his  houfe  wUu  for  fame  time  he  ]hew°d  him  fame  ineffectual  Tokens  of  his  de¬ 
fire  to  rid  him  of  the  reputed  Fiend.  All  this  was  reported  in  many  places 
e*  cur  County ,  and  truth  fupported  the  Report  •  but  other  things  were  told 
with  the  fame  con  f  dtnc  eft err  which  there  was  no  ground^as  that  the  Boy  could 
tell  in  his  Fits  what  was  adoing  in  places  far  dtftant  from  himy  whereof  he 
could  haw  no  information  by  his  S  cnees 3  nor  by  any  other  ordinary  means  of 

Conveyance 
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Conveyance  \  that  he  could  call  per  font  he  had  never  feen  before  ,  by  their 
Names  &c.  Howe  v  er,  his  cafe  had  jo  puzjcd  the  Heads  of  fever  all' art  fnes, 
that  they  knew  not  what  to  fay  of  him ,  nor  what  to  offer  in  order  to 
his  Help,  At  faft  it  was  refolved  (/  know  not  ce?  t airly  why)  to  defire  me 
to  ride  to  Croftjn,  and  on  a  fa  day  to  take  a  view  of  the  jaid  Demoniac k, 
where  I  ftjould  be  met  by  fever  al  Gentlemen  and  Clergy-men.  A  letter 
came  to  that  purpofe,  in  obedience  to  which  1  went  the  Evening  before  the 
Appointed  time  and  Lodged  at  the  Parfonagc  oj  Ecclefton,  hopi/g  tone 
time  enough  at  Crofton  next  morning  to  fee  the  Boy  w  his  3.  Fits  ^ 
for  fo  many  he  had  every  morning,  with  a  competent  interval  between  earn 
of  them.  Bat  not  rtfingfs  early  as  I  had  intended ,  One  of  his  Fits  was  over 
when  I  came  to  Crofton,  which  accident  troubled  my  mindras  it  did  theirs 
whom  J  found  expediting  me.  However ,  1  refolved  to  make  the  heft  of 
what  was  to  come .  1  immediately  called  the  Boy  to  me  and  askt  hun  low 
he  did  !  IV ho  anfwered ,  Pm  very  well.  J  view  d  Its  eye ,  which  was  good 
and  lively  \  and  his  complexion ,  which  was  clear  and  fweet.  I  felt  his  pitlfc , 
which  had  loft  bat  very  little  of  its  natural  order ,  Then  J  f  ell  in  talk  with 
the  Gentlemen ,  w  firing  my  fervice  might  anfwer  their  care ,  and  my  Riding 
fomany  miles.  I  confefst  to  them ,  1  had  in  my  Travels  viewed  not  a  few 
T  ables  of  pretended  Afiracles  hung  up  in  Popijh  Churches ,  and  fo  far 
Examined  fome  of  their  Contents ,  as  to  find  That  all  is  not  Gold  that 
Glitters.  F added,  I  hoped  not  to  find  it  difficult  to  Judge,  whether  the 
Diftemper  was  true  or  counterfeit :  and  that  1  might  perhaps  diftinguijh 
whether  it  was  Natural  or  Diabolical.  But  out  of  this  Chat  was  I  calPd 
with  a  cry ,  He  is  beginning  on  another  Fit.  1  ftept  to  him ,  and  faw  his 
Eyes  ( prettily  brown ,  naturally j  appear  Glafsy  and  much  difturbed  :  his 
head  made  a  large  fvimfrom  enc  [boulder  to  the  other  :  he  curs'd  and  fwore 
beat  the  air  with  his  arms  \  and  afterwards  let  his  head  fall  very  Low  up¬ 
on  his  breaft,  at  which  time  he  feemd  to  fpeak  with  another  voice ,  miftaken 
by  fome  prefen  t  for  the  voice  of  the  Devfl.  A  little  after ,  alt  his  powers , 
decayed  and  he  was  for  fome  time  left  both  without  fence  and  motion.  But 
after  a  Jmalt  ft  ay  under  this  Delkjtuum,  he  recovered  by  degrees ,  and  j  pit 
a  good  quantity  of  fleam  among  ft  thofte  about  him.  Pleafe  to  note,  that  at 
the  fir  ft  throws  and  dift  onions  of  his  body ,  I  caused  him  to  be  held f aft  in 
a  chair ,  and  kept  my  finger  over  his  pulfe  the  whole  time  of  his  Fit ,  and 
found  it  decline  and  alfo  recover  in  true  proportion  with  the  judgement  the 
eye  made  upon  the  fur  face  of  his  body .  The  third  Fit  was  in  all  things  like 
the  other,  in  which  I  attended  the  workings  and  way  of  his  body ,  and 
watched  his  pulfe ,  as  before.  In  this  indeed ■.(' which  I  did  not  in  the  fore¬ 
going  Fitj  /  asPt  him  a  qneftion  in  order  to  confute  the  report  f [read, > 

B  that 
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that  he  knew  fir  anger  sy  atrd  could  call  them  by  their  names  at  their  firji  ap~ 
per  ante  y  1  ask  t  him,  when  he  began  to  Jpeak  with  a  varied  fvhicb  fame 
thought  a  Devils  voice)  Friend  Who  am  I  ?  He  anfwcrtdy  Dam  thtty 
Thun  art  ThQn Jon .  Vpon  this  T  [aid  to  the  Company y  Gentlemeny  this  is 
a  dull  Devil  that  cannot  diflwguijh  the  Vicar  of  Walton  frOm  the  Curate 
vj  Ru  fiord.  Thus  jar  of  the  way  or  manner  of  his  Fits . 

Now  dul  the. Celtic  men  ask  my  opinio n  of  the  Boys  cafey  which  1  readily 
gave  to  this  fence.  I .  7 hat  it  was  a  Real  Diflemperyand  not  pat  on  y  of  which 
his  pulje  had  given  me  fufficient  afar  ante.  2.  That  it  was  a  natural 
Diftcmpery  which  I  collected  from  the  gradual  declining  and  Recovery  of 
his  pulje  y  and  the  no-fymptoms  of  a  pofftjfion  by  an  Evil  Spirit .  3..  That 
the  nature  of  his  diflempcr  was  Epiltpticky  which  in  the  clo fare  of  the  Fit  de¬ 
prived  him  offence  and  motion  •  and  1  obfrrved  that  nature  in  its  ftrugle 
with  the  Dtflemper  had  wrought  down  the  Jlrong  and  clammy  Fleam  into 
the  mouth  which  had  flop' t  the  pa f age  of  the  fpirits  and  thereby  reduced  him 
to  a  feeming  death  y  upon  which  he  immediately  recovered.  But  notwith - 
flan  ding  what  J  had  j  aid  y  fever  at  of  our  company ,  and  particularly  Air . 
Crook  the  Boys  Fat  her }  would  ft  ill  have  it  a  poffeffion.  Nud  they  put 
quejtions  to  me  y  which  they  thought  would  exalt  Juch  anfwerSy  as  mu  ft  be 
favourable  to  their  opinion .  Jt  was  ask' t me  How  he  came  to  curie  and 
fwear  in  his  Fits,  whole  mouth  had  never  offered  to  frame  an  oath 
in  his  health  f  It  was  eafle  toanfwery  How  ready  Satan  is  to  blind  and 
confound  the  Idea's  of  a  fick  mans  min dy  and  to  inject  fomething  of  his 
own  which  is  utterly  dij agreeable  to  the  fick  perfons  habits .  I  had  feen  the 
like  when  excellent  men  had  been  delirious  in  F  caver  Sy  But  yet  this  amounted 
not  to  a  poffijfion. 

It  was  asTt  me.y  How  he  came  to  fpeak  with  another  voice  ?  It 
was  ea/y  to  anfwery  Fie  let  his  head  fall  low  upon  his  breafty  which  unnatural 
pojhire  together  with  the  ftrdhire  of  his  collar,  did  occaflon  it.  It  was 
askjy  Why  at  his  coming  out  ot  his  Fit  he  ihould  fo  keenly  fpit  at 
all  about  him  ?  It  was  ea/y  to  anfwery  That  as  he  began  the  Fit  with  the 
fwiming  of  his  head  fever  a  l  times  from  one  (boulder  to  anot  her ,  fo  he  began  to 
(new  his  Recovery  that  wayy  and  before  he  was  well  come  to  himfelf  he  fpit 
out  among  them  that  tough  Jkgmatick  humour  that  was  wrought  down  into 
his  mouth  y  and Jo  it  was  an  Animal  aiticn  and  no  defigned  one .  But 
notwit hjl anding  thefe  anjwers given 5  Old  Mr.  Crook  andfomt  befides  him9 
held  to  their  opinion ,  That  the  Boy  was  a  Demomack.  I  had  then  nothing 
to  do  but  confidently  to  oppofe  my  Opinion  to  theirs  y  and  to  back  this 
with  fome  'Grateful  /Advent urCy  J  told  Mu  Crook  J  was  fo  fare  that  his 
-Sons  Diftemger  was  a  curable  Efilepjy^that  if  he  would  fend  him  to  a  Phyfi~

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\S  for  what  happened  in  Leigh  Parijh  it  is  thus  {as  taken  from  the 
Teftimony  of  thofe  float  were  well  acquainted  with  it,  and  to  whom 
the  Per fort  that  woa  prettndedly  poffef't  did  afterwards  make  a  confeffion 
oj  the  whole  hit  re  ague?) 

One  Air,  John  Urmllon  of  the  Higher  Hall  in  Wdl-Liegh  a  Papifl, 
Married  with  one  Airs .  Sdilthe  n  a  Proteflant  -,  the  Condition  of  which 
Marriage  was  that  he  fhould  turn ,  Proteflant  •  which  accordingly  he  feem - 
ingly  did ,  and  continued  fuch  to  the  day  of  her  death,  On  the  day  of  her 
Burial  he  attended  her  Corps  to  the  Church  hut  pretending  fleknefs,  he 
did  not  go  in,  nor  did  he  ever  after  come  at  the  Church, 

His  Children  that  he  had  by  her  continued  P  rot  eft  ants,  and  his  Daughter 
Elizabeth  Married  with  one  Air.  Ditch  field  then  a  Proteflant ,  hut 
he  being  a  loofe  man  was  (incompliance  with  his  Father -in-  Law)  prevail'd 
with  to  turn  Papifl.  He  thereupon  endeavoured  to  turn  his  tv  jfc ^  and 
ufled  all  means  imaginable  hut  whh  no  JucceJs  -,  tilt  he,  Mr,  llrmflon  and 
the  Priefl  had  perfwaded  a  Maidservant  one  Alice  Pennigton  ( whom 
they  alfo  had  perverted  to  their  own  Religion )  "to  counterfeit  her  [elf  Pof- 
feffe  \  by  which  artifice  they  fucceeded. 

This  Alice  Pennington  was  taught  to  d’jftmble  unnatural  Fits ,  and

gle  to  feduce  Mrs .  Ditchfield  to  the  Popifi  party.  He  alfo  ob  fervid, 
that  Old  Mr.  Urmfton,  whofe  defire  was  to  turn  his  Daughter  Pafifiy 
would  never  go  out  of  the  Roomy  from  the  Maid,  Whilfi  any  Protefiant 
was  therCy  fo  that  he  having  a  defire  to  talk  with  the  Maid,  could  not 
have  an  opportunity  ,  finding  therefore  it  would  be  no  better ,  when  Mr . 
Urmftons  hack  was  turn'd  ( for  he  walked  to  and  fro  in  the  Room  ) 
he  charfd  her  for  an  Hypocrite ,  and  told  her  this  was  only  a  Tric  k 
to  turn  her  Mifirefs  Papifi  ,  whereupon  she  fmiPd,  and  flung  the  sheet  (  for 
she  kept  her  bed)  over  her  face  ,  which  fully  confirmed  him  in  his  opiniony 
and  obliged  him  to  difiover  his  thoughts  to  Mrs.  Ditchfield,  who 
[tewed  not  willing  at  all  to  believe  it :  but  it  proved  too  true,  for  in  a 
little  time  they  gamed  upon  herz  and  she  began  to  tell  Mr .  Smith  of 
the  virtue  of  the  Holy-Watery  and  what  jlrange  ejfetts  it  wrought  on 
the  Dernoniacky  of  which  she  could  defire  that  he  might  be  a  Witnefs , 
fo  to  the  Maid  they  wenty  and  she  firinkled  Holy^Water  in  her  face, 
and  the  Maid  fi  it  at  her ,  Oh  {faith  she)  do  you  not  fee  what  a  fir  ange 
power  is  in  this  Holy -Water  ?  les  (  Saith  Mr.  Smith)  and  pray  will 
yott  try  it  upon  me  \  with  feme  perfwafions  she  was  prevail’d  with  to 
make  the  Experiment  on  bun,  and  she  flung  Holy  Water  on  his  face,, 
and  he  [pit  in  her  face  }  and  she  flung  again ,  and  he  [pit  again, 
what  do  you  mean  faith  she  ,  0  what  a  Strange  power  faith  he,  is  there¬ 
in  this  Holy-Water  *  but  Dear  Airs,  faith  he,  do  you  not  plainly  fie 
that  all  this  i  only  to  delude  and  abufie  you,  1  am  heartily  ferry  jor 
yon  y  she  made  him  no  replyyfor  they  had  now  prevail'd  upon  her. 

A  Day  for  Exorctfm  was  fixt  upon,  and  Mr.  Smith  comes  that  * 
morsing  to  fee  the  Maid ,  when  he  tntred  the  houfe  he  heard  a  great 
nvtfe  in  the  chamber  of  things  hurried,  to  and  flo,  but  he  knows  not  what 
it  meant .  He  dt fired  to  fee  the  Maid ,  and  after  fame  time  Mr.  hlrmfton 
came  to  him,  and  told  him  that  flie  wa>  a  jleep.  I  have  often  jeen  her 
vrakeing)  faith  he,  and  1  define  to  fee.  how  fie  is,  when  a  fleep.  When 
the •  Old  Gentleman  faw  he  could  not  divert  him,. he  pretended  to  go  a 
link  before ,  and  he  world  call  for  Mr.  Smith,  this  was  to  get  the 
Frieft  out  of  the  way,,  who  “was  in  fo  much  hafte ,  that  he  left  his  Cane 
behind  him.  Mr.  Smith  conies  up,  and  finds  the  fid  awake,  and 
the  Pr left's  Cane  left  behind  him.  What  now  faith  he,  hath  he  over 
run  his  ft:  off What  are  all  thefe  ■  Ptllures  for  (  for.  they  fod  brought  a  great 
many  into  the  Room )  What  muft  thefe  pull  the  Devil  out  of  the  ?  at 
which,  the  Maid  foil'd  as  before,  and  flung  the  fieet  over  her  face .

When  he  teat  gone,  the  Exorcifm  came  on,  of  which  I  can  give  no 
exact  Account,  very  jew  being  f offered  to  be  pr'fmt.  I  cannot  there¬ 
fore  lea*n,  whether  they  asked  any  Quejtions  about  Religion  as  the 
Prieft  s  with  tic  did  •  only  the  Ad  aid,  a  mid  ft  her  Rambling  talk,  jnade 
ufe  of  her  own  tongue  for  one  Elizabeth  Hilton  a  V rot  eft  ant  then 
prelent,  being  ask't  by  the  then  Vicar  of  Leigh  whether  a  Jpirit  (fake 
within  the  pretended  Demoniac k ,  or  no  ?  fhe  faid,  no  '  for  fhe  (fake  as 
J  do.  The  name  of  the  Vevil  to  as  Declared  to  be  Sturdy,  and  the 
fign  of  his  departure  was  to  have  been  a  Quarrel  taken  away  with  him 
out  of  the  window,  but  the  Devil  would  not  confent  to  that  fo  the 
Devil  and  Prieft  agreed,  that  the  ftgn  fhould  be  a  Box  on  the  Ear  given 
to  the  Prieft,  which  at  the  appointed  minute  was  Executed  by  the  Maids 
hand . 

'Upon  this  Mrs.  Ditchfield  turn  d  Vapift,  but  never  after  wore  the 
fame  countenance  that  fhe  had  before  ;  she  looked  like  another  woman ,  as 
fhe  had  got  another  Religion,  and  could  never  well  face  a  Proteftant. 
Her  troubles  were  augmented  in  that  it  begun  to  be  whiff ered  that 
the  Alaid  would  confefs  the  Juggle,  and  how  (he  was  hired  by  her 
Mafter  and  the  Prieft ,  to  abb  this  Scene.  This  is  thought  to  fhorten 
Mrs.  Ditchfields  days ,  for  fhe  was  buryed  Auguft  15.  1675.  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  Regift er  of  Leigh,  and  this  Exorcifm  happned  not  much 
above  Two  years  before.  Her  Rcmorfe  increafed,  for  that  the  Maid 
was  lent  away  to  New-England,  decoy  d,  as  is  fuppoPd ,  by  the  Prieft 
to  Leverpool,  and  Jhip^d  off  thence .  In  New-England  fhe  Married 
one  Mr.  Sworton  a  Minifter  there  \  and  whether  confeffing  the  Truth 
there -  to  him,  and  advised  by  him,  or  no  m,  1  know  not :  but  fhe  returrPd 
again  intb  England,  acknowledged  the  whole  Intreague,  and  that  there 
was  nothing  in  it  at  all  but  Trick  and  Diffimulation. 

Mrs.  Ditch  held  never  endeavoured  to  turn  her  Children .  The  Heir  is, 
and  (  as  I  am  told  j  always  was  a  Proteftant :  as  for  the  reft,  tho  they 
were  con  (trained  to  go  to  Mafs  topleafe  their  Grandfather  •,  yet  they 
are  at  this  day  all  Proteftants,  even  he,  that  was  deftgned  for  a  Prieft  9

corporei . —  Sed  nomen  bounds  of  their  Authority ,  and  inquire  into 
Angeli,  Proprietasquse*  things  that  they  ought  not.  Yet  his  name 
dam  ej  is  eft,  qua  ab  he  would  know,  and  after  fome  Teeming 

aliis  diftinguitur -  averfion,  he  was  pleafed  to  tell  him  that 

Cum  doemones  interro*  his  name  was  Loft.  Now  the  Reader  is

diuntur,qn«rentesquod  may  tinder  (land  they  had  time  enough  to 
non  oportet.  EJHus  provide  Goffips  for  him  .*  but  the  whim 
An.  Aar.  in  Evan?.  Sec.  of  the  name  made  him  then  give  no  rrp- 
Mar.  c.  5.  dit  to  the  information. 

When  they  had  f  und  which  of  the  Devils  it  was  they  had  to  deal 
with;  no  doubt  but  a  friend!  The  Proteftants  are  defired 
to  attend  ,  that  they ,  I  fuppofe ,  may  be  informed  of  the 
truth  of  fome  new  coin'd  Articles  of  Faith  from  him  that  was 
the  Author  of  them.

Roman  Catholick  :  for  they  ask'd  him,  if  there  wire  not  a  Purgatory  ? 
Speak  Devil  1  command,  thee ,  faith  the  Prieft,  is  there  not  a  Purga¬ 
tory  ?  and  the  Devil  inform’d  him  that  there  was.  Very  well  ! 
But  is  it  'not  necejfary  to  pray  for  fouls 
that  are  in  Purgatory ,  that  they  tray  be  de¬ 
livered  thence  ?  And  the  Devil  and  Prieft 
agreed  that  it  was.  Thus  underftand- 
ing  one  another,  and  agreeing  in  the 
Fundamental  Articles  of  Faith  (for  you 
read  that  the  Devils  believe .  Jam.  2.  19. 
though  it  is  an  uncomfortable"  faith 
of  theirs ,  for  it  makes  them  trem¬ 
ble)  he  proceeded  toother  matters  of  own  School-men,  he  might 
Dodrine ,  and  always  had  the  fatisfa-  have  Learned,  that  it  was 
ftion  to  find  the  Devil  of  his  own  unlawful  to  adjure  the 
opinion.

Amongft  other  Queries  he  demands  to  know,  whether  it  was  not 
necejfary  to  pray  to  Saints  and  Angels  r  and  adjured  the  Devil  to  tell 
the  truth,  and  becaufe  he  found  him  fometimes  fturdy  and  a 
naughty  Boy,  he  and  his  Partners  would  Box  him  about  the  Ears, 
fometimes  all  four  at  once  ( for  the  Devil  being  an  haughty  fpirit 
cannot  (  as  we  are  told )  brook  fuch  affronts)  and  the  Devil  thus  * 
chaftis’d  ,  acknowledged  that  it  was  his  curiofity  then  led  him

Now  it  ts  fo  long, 
fitice  the  Devil  was  in 
that  happy  place ,  where 
Saints  and  Angles  arc , 
that  a  wan  may  very  rea- 
fonably  fitfpeSt  his  infor¬ 
mation,  efpec  tally  con  ft- 
dering  his  fate ,  which 
made  him  incapable  to 
refolve  the  Cue  ft  ton.

And  the  Devi] 
remero bring  very  well  that  he  hinifelf 
was  once  an  Angel  in  Heaven,  a  flu  red 
him  that  they  did,  though  he  Raid  not 
fo  long  there,  as  to  hear  any. 

They  further  inquired,  if  it  was  not  lawful 
to  worflnp  Pill  hi  es  and  Images  ?  And  the  De¬ 
vil  could  difeern  no  hurt  at  all  in  a  man’s 
humbling  himfelf  before  thofe  pretty 
play  things.  They  then  would  know*; 
whether  any  Protcflant ,  Presbyterian ,  &:c. 

could  forgive  fins  ?  and  the  Devil  being 
a  good  Cafuifl,  told  them,  they  could 
not.  It  was  then  demanded,  whether  the 
Vriefis  of  the  Church  0/  Rome,  could  not  for¬ 
give  fins  ?  And  what  cannot  they  do,  that  can  turn  a  Wafer  into 
Flelh  and  Blood  !  }es  they  could  forgive  fins.  And  is  not  this 
a  good  Charitable  Devil  that  direfts  people  whither  to  go  for 
the  Rem i (lion  of  their  lins  *,  but  at  the  fame  time  he  is  a  blockifh 
Devil  to  betray  fuch  a  fecret  as  is  enough  to  ruin  his  Kingdom. 

But  they  proceed  ,  and  the  Devil  muft  tell  them,  whether  the 
Priefis  of  the  Church  of  R  ome  have  not  power  to  eaft  out  Devils  ? 
And  to  his  fad  grief  and  pain  he  feltv  they  had.  Be  it  fo, 
they  make  but  ill  improvement  of  this  Talent,  for  the  Devil, 
as  you  will  find,  was  too  hard  for  them,  and  maugre  their  Ex- 
orcifms,  kept  his  Burrough.  Then  they  defir ed  to  know,  whe¬ 
ther  any  Protefiant  or  Presbyterian,'S\C .  Minifter  could  caft  out  De¬ 
vils  ?  And  if  by  calling  out  Devils  they  mean  fuch  juggling 
knacks,  as  the  Popifh  Exorcifls  are  known  to  ufe,  the  Devil  here 
bad  fairefl  at  the  Truth,  when  he  faid  they  could  not.  For 
the  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  underlland  the  nature  of 
Ch rifts  Kingdom,  and  the  operation  of  his  Grace,  which  effe¬ 
ctually  doth  call:  Devils  and  all  evil  out  of  the  hearts,  and 
fouls  of  men  far  better  than  to  expofe  God  and  Religion  to 
the  Buffoonry  of  Atheifts ,  by  pretending  to  fuch  Mountebank 
tricks,  as  are  an  infamous  fcandal  to  both.  As  for  Diflenters, 
let  them  anfwer  for  themfelves,  for  though  their  warm  zeal  be¬ 
trays

trays  them  too  oft  to  a  fuperftitious  Credulity  ^  yet  I  think  they 
are  generally  too  wife  to  be  engaged  in  fuch  Artifices.  And 
though  5  mull  confefs  I  hear,  that  fome  of  them  do  intend  to  blefi> 
the  world,  with  the  Narrative  of  a  late  Miracle  of  this  nature, which 
they  wrought  ^  yet  if  the  prefence  of  a  neighbouring  Juftice  of 
Peace  which  as  I  hear  ftruck  their  Affidavit-men  dumb  for  that 
time,  hath  not  convinced  them  of  their  Vanity:  I  wifti  them 
to  confider  what  they  are  doing,  and  fave  fome  of  us  the  la¬ 
bour  of  fpending  time  and  Paper  in  Animadverfions  on  their 
Folly.  But  to  return,  this  was  a  tedious  way  of  proceeding 
by  particulars,  to  compromize  therefore 

all  in  one,  he  fairly  ask  d,  whether  Salvation  The  Priefis  ufed  to  teach 
was  to  be  had  in  any  Churchy  bat  only  that  the  people  that  they  ought  * 
of  Rome  ?  And  the  Devil  very  offici-  to  believe  as  the  Church 
onfly  told  him,  there  was  not.  Right  believed ,  but  now  it  feems 
faith  the  Prieft,  I  know  that  as  well  they  have  changed  their 
as  thou  $  why  then  dift  thou  ash  me  faith  note ,  and  would  have  them 
the  Devil .

And  having  made  fuch  powerful  difeoveries  as  thefe  are  by 
the  Ingenious  Confeffion  of  a  knowing  Devil,  Mr.  Booh  defired,. 
that  William  Wir/fl ani  l's  Maid  might  be  fent  for,  which  according¬ 
ly  was  done  *,  She  'is  a  Proteftant,  but  her  Matter  is  a  Papift, 
and  when  fhe  came,  the  Devil  beat  about  him,  troth  d  and  foam  dr, 
and  cryed  out.  Art  thou  come  ?  Art  thou  come  ?  And  then  the 
fame  queftion  was  put  again,  and  met  with  the  fame  anfwer  ^  as  it 
was  as  oft  as  any  Proteftant,  or  any  that  they  fufpe&ed  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  turning  Proteftants  did  appear.  For  when  another  per- 
fon  came  in,  whom  not  without  reafom  they  were  jealous  of,  as 
being  married  to  a  good  ingenious  Man  that  is  a  Proteftant,  ahd 
one  that  hath  baffled  Mr.  Brooks  the  Chief  Engineer  in  an  Argument  • 
about  Purgatory,  the  Demoniack  ftares 

at  her,  and  roars  out^  Pie  have  thee.  He  And  is  not  this  fair 
have  thee.  If  thou  turn  Proteftant,  as  warning  to  be  given  by  a  ■ 
thy  Husband  would  have  thee,  there  is  Devil

The  Children  of  Robert  Topping  an  ho- 
neft  poor  Neighbour,  were  alfo  called  to 
come  near,  and  the  fame  queftion  was 
again  ask’d  ^  and  the  Prieft  declaim’d  up¬ 
on  it,  and  told  them  that  their  Father 
was  iickly  and  weak,  and  charg’d  them 
that  they  fliould  tell  him  in  what  danger 
he  was,  if  he  continued  to  dye  in  that 
Faith,  wherein  he  had  lived. 

Now  when  the  Devil  had  done  all  the  Service  for  them  that  he 
could,  had  confirm’d  their  new  Creed  by  the  Truth  of  his  own 
Confeflion,  and  had  damn’d  every  body,  but  thofe  that  believed 
as.  he  and  the  Prieft  did  \  The  Prieft  (  like  an  unkind  Mafter  to 
a  Trufty  Servant  )  would  needsturn  him  out  of  Doors,  command¬ 
ed  him  to  be  gone,  and  threatned  what  he  would  do,  if  he  of¬ 
fered  to  ftay  5,  giving  him  a  parcel  of  very  foul  words,  ftamp- 

ing  with  his  feet,  and  calling  him,  as 
his  Authors  teach  him  ,  all  that  was 
nought,  an  Infernal  Dog,  an  Accurfed 
Devil,  &c.  And  here  it  was  that  he  had 
a  mind  to  give  them  a  Touch  of  his 
Learning,  andfhew  the  Excellency  of  his 
Parts,  and  fo  he  takes  occafion  to  tell 
them  that  the  Devil  was  a  Latin  Devil,

Well  lee  bis  Tongue  calls  to  him ^Ferte  ad  me ,  'turn  towards  me, but  tbe^ 
blockifh  Devii(fbr  fo  they  commonly  call’d  theDemoniack)had  either 
not  learnt, or  elfe  he  had  forgot  that  Leffon,fo  he  put  out  his  Tongue 
again,but  did  not  turn  to  Mr.  Skinner.  However  the  Prie#  was  not  to 
take  notice  of  the  Error,  fohe  cries  out,  It  is  well.  It  is  well :  But 
there  chanced  to  be  a  Proteftant  youth  there,  that  underftood  fo 
much  Latin  as  to  difeover  the  Knavifli  ignorance,  as  you  will  fur¬ 
ther  gather  from  the  following  paflage. 

Mr.  Brooks  had  (  as  you  haveTieard)  undertook  to  talk  to  the  De¬ 
vil  in  Latin,  and  he  was  at  it,  Male  dr  ft  e  D  tab  ole  difeede :  htnc,  ad  lo¬ 
cum  male  difteD  tab  ole  ^  &c.  Thou  curfed  Devil  depart  hence,  &c.  — 
At  length  out  he  comes  with  thou  Infernal  Toad,  hereupon  he  re. 
collefts  himfelf  of  his  promife,  which  was  that  he  would  talk  to 
him  in  Latin,  and  he  knew  not  what  was  Latin  for  a  Toad,  fo  he 
Heps  to  Mr.  Skinner ,  and  fays  pray  Mr.  Skinner  what  is  Latin  for  a 
Toad  ?  He  told  him  Bufo0  then  he  rallied  agmn,  and  aflaulted  the 
Devil,  with  an  Jnfernalis  Bufo  difeede  hinc ,  ad  hc:tm  Infernalis  Btt- 
fo ,  Thou  infernal  Toad  depart  hence,  &c. 

However  the  Devil  made  no  great  hafte  to  be  gone  ^  but  they  con¬ 
tinued  the  operation,  ever  and  anon  demanding  how  long  he  would 
ftay,  and  when  he  would  go,  &c.  At  length  the  Devil  told  them 
roundly  he  would  not  go  out  before  Dinner.  Ay  !  fay#  thou  fo, 
quoth  Mr.  Brooks.  Thou  wanted#  thy  Breakfaft,  but  a  faith  1  will 
give  thee,  I  will  give  thee  thy  Dinner :  thou  thoughteft  before  with 
the  Stole  I  would  have  hang'd  thee,  but 

now  a  faith  lie  choak  thee,  here’s  a  Dole  Pure  Conjuration.  Nu- 
for  thee.  So  he  gave  him  five  Spoonfuls  meroDeus  Jmpare  Gan- 
of  Holy- water.  Here  is  one  ( faith  he)  det.  Firg. 
for  the  honour  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  an¬ 
other  for  the  honour  of  the  Blcfied  Virgin,  another  for  the  honour 
of  St.  Anthony,  and  here’s  two  more  for  Charity.  So  the  Devil 
roar’d  mo#  hideouflv  ;  ay,  faith  the  Prie#,  I’le  fealdthee  out  When 
wilt  thou  begone  ?  I  will  go, faith  he  at  two  of  the  Clock.  This  gave 
the  Prie#  a  little  fatisfadion.And  after  fome  time  he  demanded  what 
fhould  be  the  fign  of  his  departure.  Why  when  1  go  out,  faith  he,  I 
will  take  away  a  Quarrel  of  Glafs  out  of  the  Window.  .Then  a  dis¬ 
pute  arofe  betwixt  them,  which  Qjiarrel  he  was  to  take.  But  the 
Prie#  like  a  man  of  Refolution  determined,  fuch  an  one  fiiould 
be  the  Quarrel,  and  accordingly  he  chalked  it  out.

When  two  of  the  Clock  drew  near,  the  Prieft  charged  him  to  be 
gone,  reminding  him  that  his  hour  was  at  hand.  But  the  Devil  beg  d 
for  longer  time,  and  delired  to  ftay  till  morning.  Bat  the  Prieft 
peremptorily  commanded  him  to  vanifh  *,  and  the  Devil  in  abun¬ 
dance  of  fuipence  cries,  i  doubt  I  m u ft  go  out !  I  doubt  I  muft  go 
!  Which  the  Prieft  prudently  catching  at  demands  with  an  af- 

fuming  Authority,  Doft  thou  not  feel  the 
Spirit  of  God  preffing  thee  this  moment 
to  go  out  ?  1  he  Devil  was  loth  to  confefs 
it,  but  at  length  acknowleg’d  that  he  did. 
The  Priefh  therefore  repeats  his  adjurati¬ 
ons,  arid  adds  thereto  the  virtue  of  his 
promife,  which  he  very  much  infilled  on 
and  (hewed  him  a  Watch  that  it  was  full 
two  of  the  Clock  and  when  the  Devil 
faw  the  Watch,  he  bellowed  out  moll  ter¬ 
ribly,  as  all  along  he  had  done,  even  to 
affright  the  Beholders,  but  more  efpecial- 
ly  when  a  Crucifix  was  applied  to  him, 
which  they  often  madeufeof,  and  feemed 
fometimes  to  make  Characters,  or  write 
fomething  with  it  on  his  forehead. 

Notwithfianding  all  this,  the  Devil  had  no  great  mind  to  be  walk¬ 
ing,  iothey  plied  him  again  and  again  with-  Holy-water  inwardly 
and  outwardly,  which  made  him  roar  with  a  witnefs,  and  complain 

that  he  was  in  as  much  torment ,  as  if  he 
was  in  Hell  it  felf  ^  and  he  adds,  that 
had  he  known  how  they  would  have  uied 
him,  he  would  not  have  flayed  there  fo 
long.  Why  then  faith  the  Prieft ,  cl<jfi  thou 
nut  £0  out  ?  j4nd  he  told  him  that  he  mould

but  (lay  one  quarter  of  an  hour  longer.  Up¬ 
on  this  a  debate  arofe  amongft  the  Prieffs,  whether  this  favour  was 
to  be  allowed  the  Devil  or  denyed  him.  Mr  .Kennel  out  of  juft

pany  I  have.  T  his  parley  made  the  Prieft  to  flip  the  minute  the  De¬ 
vil  had  fixed  for  his  departure  ^  and  the  Prieft  and  the  Demoniac^ 
being  perhaps  weary,  one  of  them  having  kneeled,  and  the  other 
having  followed  his  work,  and  both  of  them  having  roared  (  for 
they  were  ,  heard  near  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  houfe  and  it 
was  hard  to  fay  whether  Devil  or  Prieft  was  lowder,  thus  having 
roared  )  five  hours  together  *  Mr.  Skinner  tells  Mr.  Brooks,  you 
have  given  him  too  much  time,  we  may  as  well  go,  for  it  feems  the 
Devil  had  out  witted  them,  and  by  gaining  delays  had  railed  new 
out  works  to  defend  his  Hutt.

So  he  began  but  he  could  not  fpeak  plain,  for  the 
Devil  as  yet  it  feems  ftuck  in  his  throat,  the  Prieft  therefore  was 
obliged  to  renew  his  charge  unto  the  Devil,  go  down  Sirrah,  faith 
he,  fo  the  Detnoniack  fwallowed  him  cleaverly,  and  then  he  fpeak 
plain ~  and  the  Prieft  having  thus  laid  the  Devil  he  hung  out  the  Flag 
of  Defiance ,  and  challenged  any  proteftant  whomfoever  to  raife 
him  again,  and  make  him  fpeak. 

I  had  almoft  forgot  to  tell  you  that  here  again  Mr.  Brooks  charged 
the  Demoniack  to  kifs  the  Priefts  feet,  which  as  you  have  heard 
were  four.  Three  of  them  being  together  he  went  and  reverently 
paid  his  Salute,  but  Mr.  Brooks  told  him  there  was  a  fourth  j  whom 
he  was  to  feek  out,  and  kifs  his  feet  alfb.

the  Devil  either  haying  a  good  Nofe,  or  the  Prieto  Toes  aftrong 
fcent,  he  quickly  fmelt  him  out,  did  obeifance  down  to  the  ground, 
and  adored  his  Sandal. 

And  now  the  laft  Scene  being  over,  Mr. 
Prooks  by  way  of  Epilogue,  made  another 
harangue  unto  the  people,  the  fubftance 
of  which  was  to  fignifie  his  hopes,  that 
that  days  work  would  be  a  means  to  the 
Conversion  of  many  then  prefent,  andfave 
their  Souls.

c  from  ChrifPs  hearing  his  prayers  ^  and 
c  (  what  perhaps  he  more  relied  on  )  the 
L  promife  that  the  Devil  gave  him  more 
4  than  once  to  depart :  The  Devil  keeps  his  hold,  and  all  that  he 
can  do,  is  to  get  him  to  lie  fnng  in  jfome  private  corner  j  till  he 
be  again  brought  forth,  like  Sampfon,  to  make  fport  unto  the  peo¬ 
ple  for  the  honour  of  their  Dagon.  But  for  all  the  Prieto  hopes, 
the  laft  Ad,  wherein  the  Devil  got  the  better  of  him  (and  made 
him  either  to  believe  a  Lye,  when  he  believed  his  word,  promi- 
fing  to  go  out  ^  or  to  belye  the  Devil ,  telling  the  people  that  he 
had  promifed  to  go  out  at  fuch  an  hour,  when  he  had  not  done  it) 
hath  altogether  fpoiled  his  Harveft,  for  it  hath  catered  Mr.  Prieft 
within  the  Horns  of  this  Dilemma . 

Either  the  Prieft  would  have  caft  out  the  Devil ,  and  could  not  $  or  elfe 
he  could  have  caft  out  the  Devil  and  would  not.

12.)  or  in  imita¬ 
tion  of  that  Mary,  that  kl fi¬ 
led  our  Saviour  sfeet.fLukt 
7.  38.)  If  the  fir  ft  s  ftisgrols 
Idolatry  \  for  to  kifs  there , 
is  to  worjiiip.  Ij  the  lofts 
*tis  vile^  Hypocrifte ,  for 
for  what  fhe  did  was ■  to 
exprefs  the  ftneerity  of  her 
Repentance;  but  what  they 
dps  is  only  gratifie  the 
Prieft s  jlmbdion.

If  he  could  have  cafl  out  the  Devil  and  would  not he  difc overs  his  own 
Viflrny ,  who  verfdioufly  [infers  the  Devil  to  Tyrannise  over  the  perfons  of 
Chriftians ,  when  it  is  in  his  power  to  relieve  them. 

When  the  Farce  was  over  "Mr.  Skinner  askd  the  Demoniack  how 
he  did?  And  he  fa  id,  pretty  well.  Are  yon  not  hungry  Thomas, 
faith  he,  yes  faith  Thomas ,  and  dry  too.  And  well  he  might,  by 
the  account  you  have  read.  So  the  people  with  drew,  and  left  then 
to  their  Pontifical  repall:  ^  whilft  the  hearts  of  good  men  bleed  to 
fee  Religion  expofed  thus  to  the  juft  Exceptions  of  Libertines  and 
Atheifts  ^  and  Chriftianity  abufed  by  thofe,  who  labour  to  make, 
the  world  believe  that  they  are  the  only  Proprietors  of  it.  But 
as  we  are  bound  to  pity  ,  and  pray  for  them  that  are  Guided  (  I 
ought  to  have  faid  mifguided  )  by  fuch  wilfully  blindfolded  Guides ; 
Soacquiefcing  in  Gods  Providence,  we  mufi  Remember,  that  he  hath 
thought  it  neceffary  that  offences  should  come$  Mat.  I  8.  7.  and  it  concerns 
them  to  remember  that  there  is  a  Woe  denounced  againfl  that  man ,  by  whom 
the  offence  doth  come - 

On  Monday  following  this  Exploit,  the  General  Quarter  Seffions 
was  held  at  Wigan  ,  at  which  time  I  acquainted  the  Juftices  of 
Peace,  with  what  had  pafled,  and  got  a  Warrant  to  apprehend  the 
Demoniack,  that  it  might  have  been  tried,  whether  had  more  power 
over  the  Devil,  the  Priefts  or  juftice.
